Par 
example, the cty of New-York is said to con- 
tain 50,000 strangers at any time—these, it 
will be granted are not inhabitants, Whether 
they were made to Constitute part of the 
population ot New-York we ave unable to say, 
vut if the contradictions we have above stated, 
can be reconciled upon any other principle, 
we should be glad of an opportuni'y to en- 
luhten ourselves ay well as ou readers, As 
itis, we suspect the truth si aply to be, that 
Penosylvania has a greater populauion than 
New-\ork.
